In the intervening five years, 
Boyich had several attorneys and 
the case had been dismissed by 
the court, appealed, reinstituted 
and all but forgotten. Recently 
Foley and Saler moved for dis- 
missal for failure of Boyich to 
bring it to trial. 

“With the motion for dismissal 
pending before the court, Boyich 
agreed to dismiss with prejudice, 
meaning the suit has been 
dropped and can never be re- 
newed, marking the end of all 
this,”’ Foley said. 

Foley said all defendants ex- 
cept Stark, who was not repre 
sented by the Albany firm and 
reportedly settled with Boyich, 
agreed to waive their claim to 
the deposit which Boyich made 
as a requirement to bringing suit. 
“They had no interest in any of 
Boyich’s money,” he said. 

“This moral victory is a trib 
ute to all defendants other than 
Stark,” Foley said. ‘‘They re- 
fused to be bulldozed or threat- 
ened, It was-a shame to put 
public-spirited people through an 
ordeal such as this. I felt all 
along the suit was a nuisance.”
